We alluded to the in the Third 
District Court of Utah in the ease of Miss Nellie White, and stated that she 
had been committed. by Judge Hunter to the custody of the U. S. Marshal 
because she had refused to answer certain questions propounded to her be- 
tore / the grand jury. The object of her inquisitors was to wring from ber an 
admission that she had become a polygamous wife, and testimony that would 
criminate, in the eyes of the law, herself and her husband (if she hus any), 
and, if possible, others, We are not personally acquainted with the young 
lady, and know nothing of her ease, as to whether she is married or not, but 
we do know, and it is very generally known too, that such queries as were 
propounded to her would, in any court of justice, be considered privileged 
questions,“ which she could either answer or not as she chose; it being an 
established rule in jurisprudence that a person can not be ‘compelled to 
answer a questidn when by so doing he will criminate himself. Not only 
was this young lady placed in the custody of the United States Marshal 

until she: answered, the questious, or until the further order of the court in 
the. matter,“ but she was taken to the Penitentiary, a place used for the in- 
carceration of corivicts, and there limited to ordinary prison diet, being 
denied the privilege of receiving; from. friends. anything. that would tend to 
ber comfort or sustenance, If there is any warrant in the law for depriving 
the lady of her liberty for her contumacy, there certainly is none for treating 
her with all the rigor that is accorded to a condemned ſelon. This is one of 
the peculiar methods resorted to by those who are supposed to administer 
the law in Utah, to what to anlawfil in the

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» arrived here in Amherst ‘County, April 15th, in company with Elder 
Welch. We here met my brothers Golden and Hyrum. Brother Welch had 
come to take Golden s place, as he had been called to Chattanooga, Tenn., to 
take charge of the office. The brethron had opened an excellent field of labor 
here: they had just returned from à trip into Nelson County, where they 
met many kind friends and held a . Neffen This was the notch chat 
the fire: 

Tue priests of B48 cry of false The 
bieshien were waited on by a committee who claimed they represented the 
citizens of Nelson County, and demanded that they leave and quit preaching 
their abominable doctrines, or they would have to suffer the consequences, 
Have you heard us preach? Golden asked them. No, was the answer, 
Do you know anything about the ‘principles we advocate?’ No.“ Well, 
then, we have given out an appointment for Saturday, and, with the help of 
God, we aré going to fill it, and all are respectfully invited.’ They remained 
chere some time, visiting and Preaching, and more IW were given 
| before leaving. 

We returned to fill them; held hres Ae ati baptized three persons, 

We received a challenge from'a Baptist minister to meet him at Mt. Parnel 
Church, and hear a lecture and give one? If we would not accept this, we 
were told to take a friend's advice and leave the county. We accepted his 
invitation of course. At the appointed time Hyrum and I were at the 
church, a large congregation had assembled, as it had spread like wann 
and many were anxious to see the ‘Mormons’ whipped out. 
Ae (the minister) commenced’ by saying that he supposed the: people 
had come together with the expectation of hearing à debate, but they would 
be disappointed, as it was against his belief, against the rules of the church 
and the laws of the land to discuss any doctrinal point. His motive now was 
made plain to all, for they knew of our being challenged: It was to get us 
there that he might abuse us, and then deny us the privilege of ae 
He said he would first give a lecture and then preach the Gospel. 

He took for his tert the Mountain Meadow Massacre. Never in my life 
4 1 listen to such a tirade of abuse as was hurled against our revered Apos- 
tles and Prophets, and then against us individually. It fairly made our 
blood boil, but outwardly we were calm. While speaking he seemed very 
thirsty, dad ‘drank a great deal of water, but excused himself by saying, 
When I talk about these Mormons, I am so near hell it makes me thirsty.’ 
The poor ‘creatore little realized how much truth he was telling. Some took 
it down as a sweet morsel, and showed their appreciation’ by speaking out 
and stamping their feet. This outrageous scene lasted for an hour; he then 
gave them ten minutes recess; but when he called them to order, there were 
only six persons who would go baek into the building, and he was obliged to 
dismiss them. 

“He had ruined himself completely i in the estimation gf the people, and 
had done more good i in our behalf than we could habe done in a month’s 
preaching: The sympathy of three-fourths of the congrégation was: with us. 
His brother; a! Campbellite :preachet, dnd: apologized and said he was: 
ashamed to own him as a brother. We were not to be outdone in this man- 
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ner; a gentleman gave us the privilage of holding meeting at his house and 
we gave out notice that we would answer the Reverend at 4 m. At. the 
appointed time quite à number had gathered! I. answered some af his base 
assertions, othor L considered beneath our notice’ I told them I would, not 
take my text from a ten cent novel, but they would find it in Jesieh. viii, 20 
I then preaehed them a good Gospel sermon, Hyrnm bearing strang testi- 
mony. At the close the Campbellite preacher came up and congratulated. ug 
Mo got into quite an animated argument with him and he was compelled to 
yield and acknowledge that we were right. The congregation; could not help 
Hut notice the difference in the two spirits manifested that daß 
„At 10 p.m. we retired to rest and were just dozing off when our ears were 
saluted with yells‘and curses long and loud. We realized in a moment that 
à mob was upon us, sprang out of bed; slipped into, a portion of our clothing 
and held the doox. Mr. Layton (our host) grasped his pistol, with the, full 
purpose of killing some of them. Hyrum disarmed him or there would have 
been blood shed that night. They raved and cursed like madmen, calling 
for the d- d Mormons; the deaths we were to die were too numerous to 
mention. We went to the door. This somewhat cooled their ardor. They 
expected, I suppose, to ses us run. We tried to reason with them, but, you 
might as well try to reason with wild beasts as with  d jrunker | 
They the. county, at the ‘same. brandi 
their pistols in our faces, but we did not scare worth a cont. We. stood. aud 
parleyed with them until 2 a m. It looked rather ‘scaley’ at times, but; We 
put our trust in God and showed a bold front, prepared for whatever. might 
‘come. They claimed. they had one hundred men, and commanded us to leave 
before morning; if we did not, the different modes in which we were to die 
were something wonderſul. Lou would have thought the days of tho 
inquisition had returned. We very respectfully deelined to: depart until we 
got ready, and told them if they would. come round in the morning we would 
talk to them. At last they went off swearing, whooping, yelling, firing off 
their pistols, making night hideous! with their blasphemy, and this too on 
Sunday night, by men claiming to be Christians. We were greatly: worried 
for fear some of our friends would come in their rear and shoot some of them 
down. I managed ta get the names of eight of their ring- leader. We spent 
the rest of the night in peace. It was quite an eventful day., A little exeite: 
ment puts us on our mettle, brightens us up and also awakens more interest 
in the people. We hold from three to, five meetings a week, with good 
attendance. We will return there this week and spend some r eh the
